Campaign financial disclosure in
county elect¡ons.

(l) (a) By January 1, 1996, each counry shall
adopt an ordinance establishing campaign finance
disclosure requirements fo¡ candidates for county
office.

(b) The ordinance shall include:
(i) a requi¡ement that each ca¡rdidate fo¡ counfy

I office report his itemized.and total campaign
contributions and expenditures at leasr once within
the two weeks before the election and at least,once
w.¡rh¡n h,vo months after the elect¡on;

(ii) a definition of"contribution', and expendihr¡e,'
that requires reporting of nonmonetary contributions
such as in:kind contributions and cont bùtions of
tangible things; and

(iii) a requirement that the financial reports
identif :

(A) for €ach conrribution ofmore than $50, rhe
name of the donor gf the cont¡ibutioÈånd the .

amount ofthe contribution; and
(B) for each expenditure, the name ofthe

recìpient and the amount ofthe expenditure.
(2) (a) Except as provided in Subsection (2)(b), if

any county fails to adopr a campaign fìnance
disclosure o¡dinance by Jant¡aty I , 1996, candidates
for countj,, offrce shall comply with the financial
reporting requirements contained in Subsections (3)
through (6).

(b) Il afte¡ Aùgust 1, 1995, any cor¡nry adoprs a
campaign finance ordinance meeting the
¡equirements of Subsection (1), that county need not
coûply with the requi¡emenrs ofSubsectìons (3)
through (6).

(3) (a) Except as provrded in Subsection (3Xb),
and ifthere is no cou¡ty o¡dinance meeting the
requi¡ements ofthls section, each candidate for
elective office in any county who is not required to
subñit a campaign financial statement !o üìe
l¡eutenant govemor shall file a signed campaig¡
financial statement with the county clerki

(i) seven days before the date ofthe regula¡
general election, ¡epo¡ting each contribution ofmore
than $50 and each expenditure as of 10 days before
the date ofthe regula¡ general election; and

(ii) no later than 30 days afrer the dare ofthe
regular general election.

(b) Candidates for community council ofñces are
exempt fiom the requiremeDts ofthis section.

(4) (a) The stat€ment filed seven days before the
¡egular general election shall incìude:

(i) a list ofeach contribution ofmo¡e than $50
received by the candidate, and the name ofthe
donor;

(ii) an aggregate total ofail contributions of$50
or less received by the candidate; and

(iii) a list ofeach expenditûre for political
pu.poses made during the campaign period, and the
recipient of each expenditure.

(b) The statement filed 30 days after rhe regula¡
gene¡al election shâll include:

(i) a Iist ofeach cont¡ibution ofmo¡e than $50
¡eceived afte¡ the cutoffdate for the statement fìled
seven days before the electio¡, and the name ofthe
clo¡o¡;

(ii) an agg¡egate total ofall cont¡ìburions of$50
or less received by the candidatc after the cutoffdate
for the statement filed seven days before tne
election; and

(iii) a list ofall expendihr¡es for political pu¡poses
made by the candidate after the cutoffdate fo¡ the
statement filed seven days before the e¡ection, and
the.ecipient of each expenditure.

(5) Candidates for elecrive office in any county

who are eliminated at a p¡imary election shall file a
signed campaign financial statement cobtainins the
informarion required by rhis

. sectionnot late¡ than 30 days after the primary
elecuon.

(6) Any pe¡son who fails to comply with this
section ¡s guilty ofan iníÌaction.

(¡ Cou;tìe;may, by ordinance, enact 
. #

requirements that:
(a) require greater disclosure ofcampaigll

contributions and expendilures; and
(b) impose addìtional penalties.

. (8) (a) lfa candjdate lails to file an interim riport
due before the election, the county clerk shall,.after
making a reasonable atrempt to.discover if thé\fuort
was rimely mailed, inform.thc aDprooriate electión
officials who:

(i) shall, ifpracticable, ¡emove the name of rhe
candidate by blacking out the candidale's name
before rhe ballots are delivered to voteis; or

(ii) shall, ifremoving the candidate's name from
the ballot is not practicable, inform the voters by any
pracricâblc method lhat the candidale has been
disqualified and that votes cast for the candidate will
not be counted; a¡d

(iii) may not count any votes fo¡ that candidate.
(b) Norwirhsranding Subsecl¡on (8)(a)- a

candidate is not disqualiñed if:
(i) the candìdare flles the reporh ¡equjred by this

sectron;
(ii) those reports are completed, detailing

accurately and completely the info¡mation requi¡ed
by this section except for inadvertent omlssrons or
insignificant enors or inaccuracies; and

(iii) lhose omissions, errors, or inaccuracics are
cor¡ected ln an amended ¡eport o¡ in the ¡ext
scheduled report.

(c) A ¡eport is considered filed if:
(i) it is received in the counry cle¡k's office no

Iater than 5 p.m. on the date that it is due;
(ji) it is received in the county clerk,s office with a

U.S. Posr¿¡ Service postmark ¡hree days or more
before the date rhat the reDort was due: or

(iìi) the candidare has p¡oofthât the report was
mailed, with appropriate postage and addressing,
three days before the repo¡t was due.

(9) (a) Any privare party in inte¡esr may b¡ing a
civil action in district court to enforce the provi;ions
ofthis seclron or any ordinance adopted unde¡ this
section.

(b) In a civil actìon hled unde¡ Subsectìon (9Xa),
the court shall award costs and anorney's fees to the
prevaung party.

(10) Notwithstanding any provision of Title 63c,
Chapter 2, Govemment Reco¡ds Access and
Management Act, the county clerk shall:

(a) make each campaign finance statement ñled
by a candidate available for public inspection and
copying no later than one business day after the
statement is filed; and

(b) make the câmpaign finance sratement filed by
a candidale available for publrc inspection by:

(i) (A) posrjng an electron¡c copy or Lhe contents
ofthe statement on the county's website no later than
seven business days afte¡ the statement is filed: and

(B) verirying thar rhe add¡ess ofthe counw's
website has been provided to lhe lieurenanr Éovemor
in o¡der ¡o meet the requirements ofsubsecäon
204-11-103(5); o¡

(ii) submining a copy ofthe statement to the
lieutenant govemor fo¡ posting on the website
established by the lieutenant govemo¡ und€r Section
204-11-103 no later than two busrness days after the
statement is filed.
